Analyzed by Profs 


* With the Russian government looking almost as shaky as the. 


French a view behind the Iron Curtain seems to us to be in order. 
_- For this view, the Gateway asked Professors William T. 
Utley and Paul. Beck of the History and Government department 
for their interpretations of the latest events. | 


Before we launch into this dis-~ 
cussion both Messrs. Utley and 


Beck want it known that they can - 
only surmise what the ousting of . 


Malenkov means. 

-Utley feels that ‘Americans 
shouldn’t be too optimistic about 
the change. The main objective of 
the Communists is still world dom- 
ination,” he continued. Utley point- 
ed out that the current phase is 
only a continuation of what ‘has 
happened before. “The whole ‘thing 
started with Stalin’s death,” he 
said. “Next came Beria’s liquida- 
tion. .The third round, and: maybe 
the final one, is the ousting of 
Malenkov,” he aged: 


Premier 

“One thing in partioalar bears 
ewatching,” he said. “Bulganin is 
currently the-premier. But the pre- 
miecr in Russia is.not always the 
most powerful man, 
power lies with the secretary-gen- 
eral of the party. This post is. filled 
by Krushchev. 

“Now here is the point,” ‘he’ said, 
“During the time Stalin was: pre- 
mier, he was in+a necessary posi-" 
tion because of World War II 
Three Power meetings. Now,” he 
continued, “the premier has be- 
come more or less of a figurehead. 
Just a fall guy.” Utley thinks that 
the “bigwigs” have to. keep one of 
their number out away from the 
rest of the pack. . 

As a student of history and 
teacher of Russian History, Paul 
Beck had these comments to make. 
Individual © 
’ “The Russian person is emerg- 
ing as an individual. ‘The shakeup 
is coming from ‘the’ bottom,” he: 
said, 
‘leaders’ into keeping some of the 
promises that they (the leaders) 


Maj. Burnett Tells 
Experiences in Asia 


“The Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization is the answer to the 
Indo-China problem,” according to 
Maj. Jack Burnett, Commandant 
of Cadets. . faa 

Major Burnett spent over a year 


in Indo-China before coming to the | 


university, and has some first- 
hand comments on the Indo-China 
question. 

“The French try hard under the 
circumstances,” he said, “but the 
missionaries are doing more ‘good 
than anybody.. 

“The natives don’t completely 
trust the French,” Fe continued. 
The French soldier himself is rath- 
er confused. “They don’t know 
from one minute to the next 
whether the Government back 
home is getting ready to topple 
again or if it will last. This means 
a lot to the French soldier ,away 
from home,” he continued. “They 
, re very demoralized.” 

He hastened to add that™ the 
French soldiers and pilots are 
good. 

* While in’ the Indo-China area, 
Burnett traveled in civilian clothes 
constantly. “The Americans 
weren't allowed to wear uniforms 
-or carry side arms,” he said. “We 
flew every place we went because 
of so many guerrilla ambushes.” 

The Americans had their share 
of scrapes with the rebels too. 


Burnett recalled an incident, in _ 
“We fought. our way. 


Saigon. 
through the street crowds and 

‘ into a hotel dining room for sup- 
per one day,” he said. “The menu 
that day didn’t appeal to us, so we 
surged back into the crowd and 
headed for another restaurant 
two blocks away. We weren’t more 
than fifteen feet away from the 
hotel] when one of the guerillas 
hurled a Molotov Cocktail through 
the dining room window from his 
bicycle,” he said. 

“These are daily occurrences 
gverthere,” the Air Force major 
related, “and until the Asian coun- 
tries can reach some understand- 
ing among themselves these -ac- 
tions will continue.”

have been making,” he continued. 


“There is one thing we cannot . 


overlook. How. much power does 
the Army have?” Beck pointed out 
that the army troops are really 
the only Russians that have trav- 
eled near the border of the Iron 
Curtain.

seen our way of life,” he said. 
Here the history professor referred 


to East Berlin duty. ‘They. are - 


bringing the “word” -home to the 
people. Sooner or later there will 
be another upheaval from the 
ranks.
